"Tis given out here, that the Senate has received an 
Exprefs from their Ambaffador at Wienna, with Advice 
that the Peace between the Emperor and the Allies, is 
as good as concluded. 

Vienna, O&. 29. According to all Appearances, a 
Peace is near at Hand, of which we fhall be fully in- 
formed after the Return of the Perfon who has been 
here for a while incognito, and who we are aflured is 
fhortly expected to put the laft Hand to the Prelimina- 
ries. ‘Tis aéiually given out already, that Count 
Sinzendorf, Great Chancellor, is to repair to the Con- 
grefs in Quality of the Emperor’s Firft Plenipoten- 
tiary. 

Ratisbon, Nov. 3. The Troops that were incamped 
at Ingolftadt are gone into Winter Quarters, and the 
Eleétor of Bavaria is return’d with the whole Court 
to Manich. 

Mantua, O&eb. 26. The Joy of our Inhabitants at 
the free Admittance of frefh Provifions is inexprefible, 
tho’ "tis not to be doubted that the Duke de Montemar, 
before he permitted it, was yery fure of tha ‘Truth of 
the Report, that a Sufpention of Arms was agreed an 
between the Emperor and the King of France and his 
Allies.

Vienna, O&0b. 29. Sir Everard Fawkner fet out from 
hence two Days ago, in order to proceed thro’ Hun- 
gary to Conftantinople, whither he goes with the Cha- 
rater of Ambaflador from the King of Great Britain. 


“The Perfon who was here incognito, and treated of 


the Sufpenfion of Arms, and the Preliminaries of an 
Accommodation between the Emperor and the King of 
France and his Allies, was the Count de St. John, of 
the Family of Villars Brancas, who is now returned to 
Paris, but expected back again forthwith, with the 
Preliminaries figned ; after which a Place will be 
pitched on fora Congreis, to which C@unt Sinzendorf 
is to go with the fame Character as he had from the 
Emperor at the Congrefs of Soiffons. 

Venice, Ofob. 29. Thamas Kouli-Kan, the Perhan 
General, who continues to triumph over the Turks, 
having made himéelf Majfter of all Georgia, is marched 
with his Troops to befiege Erivan, after having laid 
all the neighbouring Country waite, to deprive the 
Turks Army of any Subliltance, in cafe they fhould 
advance to moleft him. This isa great Town in Ar- 
menia, fortified after the Eaftern Manner, is defended 
by a good Fort, and by a Caitle at fome Diftance from 
the ‘own ; and the Turks Garifon in it is furnifhed 
with Artillery, Ammunition, and Provifions, and all 
other Neceflaries tor a long Defence.
